Proceedings" of the Venerable Affembly at Edinburgh, 
May 29 


Heard the Cafe of the 5 Elders of. the Parith «f 
Stirling, Appellants, viz. Mr. Ebenezer Erskine 
having (as alledged) impofed new Forms of Com- 
munion in that Parifh, after he had, by his divifive 
Courfes, prevented their partaking of the Lord’s 
Supper for 4 Years, they, the 5 Eidcrs, and above 
1000 Inhabitants, were ftill excluded by the fol- 
lowing fubdolous and evafive Condition of Com- 
munion, viz. © That none be admizted who in Heart, 
¢ Profeflion or Practice, are Enemies to the cove- 
‘ nanted Doctrine, Worfhip, Difcipline, or Govern- 
‘ ment of Chrift’s Church in this Land, and to the 
* Power and Life of praétical Godlinefs ; and who 
* are nor refolved, through Grace, to cleave to the 
* Lord with full Purpofe, in a way of Faith, Love, 
* and Gcfpel Obedience to his Gommandments, and 
* of fuffering for him and his Caufe, when called to 
‘ic’ The 5 Elders complained tothe Kirk-Seflion, 
ctaving, That as Mr. Ebenezer had feceded trom 
the Church, he might no longer moderate there : 
But Mr. Erskine and his 12 other Elders being the 
Majority, over-ruled them, They appealed to the 
Presbytery, who fhifting the Affair, they appeal 
again to the Afflembly 17375 they remit the Cafe 
fimpliciter to the Presbytery of Stirling, who con- 
tinuing fill to fhift them off, they appealed to the 
Synod ct Perth and Stirling, who reverfe the Kirk- 
Seffion’s Senrence, repone the 5 Elders, and if Mr. 
Erskine and his 12 Eiders do not meet and receive 
tac §, in g Weeksafrer Intimation, the former to be 
fulpended ipfo fafto The 12 Elders refufe Obedi- 
ence, proteft and appeal, becaule this Sentence 1s 
finful, as it enjoins them to embody themielves with 
5 Elders who avowedly adhere to the corrupt Party 
of the Church, and are for ferting up the rignt Hand 
of the Wicked, and grieving the Generation of the 
Righteous; concluding, That if they fhall not think 
fit to infift in their Appeal, bur feck a Redrefs ina 
way more ogreeable rorhem, in the prefent deplorabie 
Condition of the Church, that it fhall be lawful and 
warrantable for them fo todo. "Iwas argued here, 
That .the Cafe of the 12 Elders was much to be pitied,

After this they apply’d themfelves to derer- 
mine the Pofition of the Equator with the grearetft 
Nicety. For this Purpofe they made choice of a 
Spot of Ground at the Mouth of the River of Eme- 
tald’s, which was proper to meafure their Ba‘e ; and 
upon the neighbouring Hills they plac’d the necef- 
fary Signals to unite that Bafe with the Triangles 
which they were to form from the fame Operation : 
At each End of the Space which they propofed to 
meaiure, they plac’d a Mill Stone, upon one of which 
they fer for an Infcriprion Afcta Borealis, and on the 
other Meta Auftralis. For the meafuring of this 
Bafe they made Ufe of 3 Poles 20 Foot long, and 
which might be capable of joining at each End with 
the Breateft Exaétnefi. hey were 25 Days in 
maxing this Operation; and afterwards to prove the 


unlefs they were forced into ic: That in all Events, 
Mr. Ebenezer was ftill the eftablifhed Miniiler of 
Stirling, and the 12 Elders hisSeflion ; and to go 
about to create a new Seffion of the 5 Eiders, headed 
by any Minifter they pleafe to call, might indeed 
occafion a Schifm Ic was aniyer’d, That the 
Intention of the 12 to feceie was pretty obvious from 
the Tenets lat<ly handed about, and approved by 
them, infinuating, among other T'rings, that the 
prefent Defeétions of the Church were more tInto- 
lerable than even Papal or Pagan Idolatry. That 
the narrowing the Terms of Communion in this 
Manner, was never pra€tifed by any Chriftian Church, 
importing no lefs, Than that though ye are the Di- 
fciples of Chrift Jefus, yet unlefs ye are my Difcipies 
ye cannot communicate here.

Synod’s AH) and empower the Commitlion finally to 
derermine in any Appeal, &c. on that Subdjeét 
Yefterday the Presbytery of Edinburgh had the 
Sentence of the late Aitlembly laid before them, ap- 


pointing them to proceed to Dr. Wifhart’s Admiffion 
on or before the third Thurfday of July ; and the 
Lord Provoft acquainted them, that it would be 
agreeable t6 the Magiftrates and Council if they 
would name the fecond Thurfday of July for that 
End. Several Members argued for “a Delay of 
naming the Day ; the Quettion was put, Delay or 
Name, it carricd Name by a Majorizy of two Voices. 
A good many that had vored D-lay, defir’d it might 
be mark'd they had voted fo.
